The Examiner has correctly indicated that SEQ ID NO : 73 incorrectly states a 
sequence length of 3 nucleotides while the disclosed sequence consists of 4 nucleotides.

A corrected diskette and corresponding paper sequence 
listing are submitted herewith. This correction reflects the proper length of the originally 
disclosed sequence and does not constitute new matter.
